Dr. Freud’s New Book 
Shows Moses as Egyptian

NEW YOR K—Prof. Sigmund 


Freud’s new book, “Moses and 
Monotheism,” will be published by 
Alfred A. Knopf on June 19. This 
is Prof. Freud’s first new book in 
six years. He began it while still 
a resident of Vienna, and completed 
at least the first two parts before 
the annexation in March, 1938, 
which forced his removal to Eng- 
land. The third and longest part 
was not finished until some time 
after his arrival in London. 

In “Moses and Monotheism,” 
Professor Freud deals in some 
measure with problems of psycho- 
analysis, but ¢ven more with the 





general question of cultural pat- 
terns, especially Jewish culture and 
religion. He presents the thesis 
that Moses, the founder of Juda- 
ism, was not himself a Jew but an 
Egyptian, and he holds that this 
throws much light on both the par- 
ticular development of Judaism and 
the age-long relation of Jew and 
Gentile, up to and including the 
outbreak of anti-Semitism in Nazi 
Germany today. 

Dr. Freud ig now 83. His birth- 
day was. May 6. His last. birthday 
had found him in Vienna, where 
he had lived so long and done his 
basic work in psychoanalysis.

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Hopes In Palestine 
Will Be Fulfilled 

The British government’s. deci- 
sion abrogating the provisions of 
the Balfour Declaration and impos- 
ing a permanent minority status on 
Jews in Palestine was met with | 
strongly worded protests by lead- 
ers of the Zionist movement in | 
Indianapolis. 


While all those questioned ex- 
pressed keen disappointment at the 
stunning blow to Zionist hopes, 
there was no evidence of a defeat- 
ist attitude. The expressions re- 
flected generally the view that © 
world Jewry would never abandon | 
the effort to create a haven in the 
biblical homeland, and that even- 
tually Jewish rights would be rec- 
ognized. 

The new plan, announced in a 
government “White Paper,” would | 
make Palestine an “independent” 
state within ten years, and provides — 
that Jewish population shall not | 
exceed 40 per cent of the total. 
Jewish immigration in the next five 
years would be limited to 50,000 
adults and 25,000 children. The © 
plan, while repudiating the Arab 
claim to the country, would oper- 
ate to make the Arabs the actual 
rulers, since they would make up 
60 per cent of the population. ; 

With word of the British plan, 
the Indianapolis Zionist District 
sprang into activity. A mass meet- 
ing was arranged for regular serv- 
ices Friday night in Beth El Tem- 
ple. Louis Lipsky, former presi- 
dent of the Z. O. A., who was here 
for a Beth El Men’s Club talk ©

Both Senator Jacob Weiss, presi- 
dent of the Indianapolis District, 
and Daniel Frisch, leading mid- 
west Zionist leader, issued state- 
ments which are printed in another 
column.

The 
doctrine of force preached by Hit- 
ler and his open advocacy and prac- 
tice of falsehood and chicanery as 
the means of accomplishing one’s 
ends, which he has set forth so 
frankly in “Mein Kampf,” are be- 
ing imitated throughout Germany. 


There is no longer any sanctity 
of contract.

Germans Can’t Keep Word 


This has just been set forth to 
me at length by an American of 
German birth and training who 
represents in Europe an important 
New York business house. He 
spoke with the deepest feeling of 
the inability of bankers and busi- 
ness men to carry on trade with 
Germany today because of the Ger- 
mans’ total unreliability. If, he 
says, they want to wriggle out of a 
bargain which has proved unsatis- 
factory they have an easy way. 
They simply say, “Our government 
will not let us go on with this con- 
tract; it says that it does not con- 
form to its totalitarian plan,” or 
“to the four-year plan,” as the case 
may be. No comeback is possible 
because neither the court nor the 
administrative officials will decide 
in favor of foreigners.

He said he 
spent only two days in Berlin on a 
sight-seeing tour and the only of- 
ficial place he called on was the 
American Embassy.

LONDON—Prime Minister Ne- 
ville Chamberlain announced in the 
House of Commons that the Brit- 
ish Government was .prepared to 
offer the fullest facilities in Brit- 
ish Guiana for any settlement de- 
cided upon by refugee organiza- 
tions. The announcement came less 
than a week before the statement 
of policy on Palestine. 

If trial colonization recommend- 
ed by an Anglo-American commis- 
sion of experts proved successful, 
Chamberlain said, the Government 
was prepared to facilitate settle- 
ment over the whole of the interior 
“imsofar as that may be practic- 
able,” but excluding the coastal 
belt. Expressing the hope that set- 
tlement would start in the autumn, 
the Prime Minister pointed out that 
the financing of the experimental 
colonization must come from pri- 
vate sources. He said, however, 
that the British and the Guiana 
| Governments would cooperate in 
the matter of personnel and or- 
ganization. > 

The prospect of large-scale set- 
tlement, Chamberlain emphasized, 
must depend largely upon the pos- 
sibility of industrial development.

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SONS OF LIBERTY 


The man the American historians somehow forgot, Haym Salo- 
mon, has been remembered at last. Not by the historians who put 
one word after another in big books that gather dust in classroom 
and library. But by those Hollywood historians, Warner Brothers, 
who have patriotically set about the business of highlighting epi- 
sodes in American history that are guaranteed to impress the man- 
in the movie with the virtues of democracy and all that goes with 


it. 


History-a-la-Hollywood has not as yet been accepted in the 
loftiest academic circles. The studio historians have been known 
to trifle with the truth on occasion just for the sake of a smash 
ending or as a sop to sentiment and the boxoffice. But in its cur- 
rent patriotic series, Warner Brothers has apparently forgotten 
boxoffice bugaboos and has hewed as close to the line of historical 
truth as possible under the circumstances. 

In “Sons ot Liberty,” latest of the series, Warner Brothers: has 
successfully and with admirable restraint set down the dramatic 
story of the services rendered the American cause in the Revolu- 


tioary War by Haym Salomon. 


That story, despite the neglect of the historians, is pretty well 
known. In barest outline, it is the saga of a refugee from persecu- 
tion in Europe who settled in Philadelphia, became imbued with 
patriotic zeal, was imprisoned several times as spy by the British, 
escaped and then helped Robert Morris in financing the Revolution. 

How important a role Salomon played is indicated by the fact 
that Morris, financial director for the Continental Congress, makes 
some 75 references to him in his official diary, original of which is 


kept in the Library of Congress. “I sent for Haym Salomon... 


” 
. 


Morris wrote time and again when detailing his efforts to meet the 


cost of the Revolution. 


It is also indicated by a letter written in 1782 by James Madison, 
then a delegate to Congress and later President, in which he said: 
“The kindness of (Salomon) our little friend in Front Street, near 
the coffee house, is a fund which will preserve me from extremities; 
but I never resort to it without great mortification as he obstinately 
rejects all recompense. .. . To a necessitous delegate he gratuitous- 
ly spares a supply out of his private stock.” 

But to return to the film which, incidentally, is in technicolor 
and runs for only 20 minutes. The producers have given it a bril- 
liant cast, headed by Claude Rains, one of the nation’s best char- 
acter actors, in the title role and featuring such prominent players 
as Gale Sondergaard, Donald Crisp, Montague Love (George Wash- 
ing) Henry O’Neill (President Madison), James Stephenson, Larry 
Williams (Nathan Hale), Moroni Olsen (Robert Morris) and Vladi- 


mir Sokoloff. 


With such a cast and such a subject, it is no wonder that the 
producers have managed to turn out a film that is consistently ab- 
sorbing, exciting and dramatic. Within its brief footage there is 
scene after scene of stirring power. Noteworthy, is the one in the 
dungeon where Salomon, just brought in, recites the 23rd Psalm 
for Nathan Hale as he is about to be led out to be hung as a spy. 

Here and there are crude spots. Claude Rains, for example, does 
not look too convincing in a talith—in the synagogue scene, where 
on Yom Kippur eve he raises funds for the Continental Army at 
the urgent request of General Washington. And occasionally, the 
film seems a bit too obvious, too labored in its desire to strike home 
the moral of tolerance. But taken by and large, “Sons of Liberty” 
does a grand job of remembering a man who has too long been for- 
gotten and of striking a blow for democracy, / 

Auguring well for the success of the film is the enthusiastic re- 


. ception given it by the entire trade press. Such a hard-boiled organ 


as Film Daily calls it “as solidly American as the 48 stars and 13 
stripes in the nation’s flag” and “transcendingly magnificent.” Mo- 
tion Picture Herald refers to it as forceful and rousing. Showmen’s 
Trade Review says it is “absolutely tops.” First performance of 
Sons of Liberty” is scheduled for Chicago May 21. If ‘is doesn’t 
get around to your neighborhood theater shortly thereafter, ask for 
it—you will find the effort well worth while.

The Editor’s Chair: 

What with the new modesty 
- complex attacking our leaders, you 
probably will never be officially 
told, but you can take my word for 
it, that U. S. Jewry will probably 
raise all of its 20 million dollar 
quota for relief of European Jews 
and Palestine aid. Now it can be 
told. When the three major groups 
met to decide upon a goal, they 
looked at the record. Last year, 
1938, five years after Hitler, the 
goal was $5,200,000, and if my 
memory serves me, only about $4,- 
000,000 of this amount was raised. 
The previous year the record was 
even more pitiful. 

More out of courage born of 
need than anything else, the goal 
was set at $9,500,000. What I mean 
is that the J. D. C. asked for $5,- 
000,000; the U. P. A., $2,500,000, 
and the Cordinating Committee, 
$2,000,000. The rémaining $10,- 
500,000? Oh, that was a nebulous 
sum no one could expect to raise. 
After all, if the 1938 quota could 
be doubled, that was as much as 
could be hoped for. But it was 
decided that if more than the nine 
and a half million were raised, it 
was to be devided among the three 
groups by an impartial committee 
of five. (That committee is now in 
session.) 

So the first drives were held. 
Louisville practically led the way, 
more than doubling the $53,000 
raised in the previous drive. In 
Chicago, the first night’s yield was 
over a million; in New York City, 
the historical laggard of the na- 
tion, over three million was real- 
ized from the special gifts divi- 
sion. Of course, these figures have 
never been officially announced, and 
may never be, but they are sub- 
stantially correct Then came the 
Indianapolis drive. The quota was 
upped $50,000 over 1938’s $73,400. 
I sat on the committee to deter- 
mine the publicity policy. The 
papers were to be given a factual 
account of the drive, with the quota 
mentioned as straight news. The 
first story appeared and immedi- 
ately there was a howl from many 
of our already ghettoized leaders. 

So that’s why I was very happy 
to be allowed to print in the “Free- 
dom of the Press” this week the 
letter written by the Second Pres- 
byterian Church to Rabbi Feuer- 
licht. Our neighbors, having been 
taught by us that the Jew always 
takes. care of his own needy, think 
it a mark of commendation that 
the quota was over-subscribed. Our 
Jewish leaders (at least those who 
howled), you see, think it a mat- 
ter to be hidden. If I know my co- 
religionists there’ll be a fight next

Phophet of Doom Jabotinsky 


[ PROBABLY will grieve a many good General 

Zionists, but it must be admitted that Vladimir 
Jabotinsky is batting 100 per cent when it comes 
to predictions. Jabotinsky has always said that 
sooner trust quicksand than trust England. In 
fact, the full basis of Jabotinsky’s military pro- 
clivities has been founded on his ingrained belief 
that England was no more to be trusted than a 
canoe in a monsoon. Now that England has ut- 
terly yielded any semblance of integrity with its 


decision to tear up the Balfour Declaration, Jabo- 
tinsky once more is proven correct. 

On July 23, 1937, this paper said: “This paper 
does not agree with many of Jabotinsky’s views, 
although it takes exception to many less than 
most Anglo-Jewish publications. But if Jabotin- 
sky were to predict a flood, this paper would go 
out and build an ark. The man is uncanny. Yet 
_here is a prophet of doom.alone. Let us hope he 
has sounded his last lugubrious note.” 


The Last Road to Unity 


The anvil chorus has grown into a shrieking 
crescendo and the fight is on against the pitiful 
incompetence of the General Defense Council. 
Born through the pressure of the Jewish commu- 
nities councils throughout the nation, the Council 
has been shipwrecked on the same reef which has 
claimed every other attempt at Jewish unity, a 
refusal of the major Jewish organizations to 
yield one iota in their individual search for the 
Jewish messiah. 


The most pitiful Jewish leader in the United 
States today is Edgar J. Kaufmann, of Pitts- 
burgh, original mover, and present chairman of 
the impotent General Jewish Council. The will to 
do often is not enough. 

There is only one way left for the organization 
of real unity of the Jews in the United States. 
That is through the Anglo-Jewish press, the 
power, which if Mr. Kaufmann would only be 
willing to admit, that really brought about the 
present surface unity.

Stella Sameth Tells the Situation of an Anglo- 
Jewish Paper in an Article in The Jewish Tran- 
script’s Fifteenth Anniversary Issue—In review- 
ing the Transcript in the fifteen years that have 
passed, its steady progress in quality and content 
have been fairly consistent with periods of inter- 
ruption when both Transcript and community 
were equally critical of each other. The Jewish 
citizen is extremely sensitive about the quality of 
his paper, the while taking little responsibility 
other than active criticism when displased. Ap- 
probation is rarely articulated. 


A Jewish weekly paper can be of great service 
to the community—and also create serious mis- 
chief. As the voice of the community it can be 
both servant and counselor. From advertising de- 
partment to the editor it represents each individ- 
ual Jew of the city whether he wills it or not. The 
burden of responsibility is great. 


The Jewish citizen of the community would like 
his paper to clothe him with dignity, culture and 
wisdom by its printed word. The paper, he real- 
izes, is not merely an inter-family clearance, but 
is read with curiosity and interest by many out- 
side of his circle. 


At a time like this, so sensitive and fearful is 
this Jewish citizen that he takes for granted the 
many intangible values of his weekly paper. 


There are the editorials that bring him courage 
and self-respect; the projects and plans of his 
community that are promoted by generous space 
and reading matter; world news in detail and 
comments by national figures not found in the 
regular press. 


A word of praise when it is due will do much 
to make known just what kind of a weekly news- 
paper can best serve Mr. Jewish citizen.

The American Israelite Asks Its Readers Three 
Favors.—As the season’s activities of organiza- 
tions draw to a close, we take this opportunity to 
acknowledge the many kind of expressions of 
appreciation for co-operation through these 
columns. 

One of the most pleasant relationships we know 
has to do with working with organizations which 
co-operate and reciprocate. We deserve no thanks 
for carrying those items; that service is our duty 
as a newspaper. 

As the new administrations take over the com- 
ing season, however, we wish to take this oppor- 
tunity to make a few suggestions: 

1. An organization holding itself out to the 
public as a public organization—as in seeking 
public fund contributions or other support—has 
no right to expect to be treated as a private body 
that bars reports of and comment on such an 
organization. In other words, an organization 
must be either public all the time or private all 
the time. 

2. Officers and members of organizations can 


please the heart of the editor by remembering 
The American Israelite—not only with publicity 
but with news. The notice of a meeting of the or- 
ganization is routine publicity. But announcement 
regarding some individual’s activity within the 
organization is news. Once in a while the powers- 
that-be in an organization forget the latter—with 
the result that we are “scooped” by other news- 
papers. 


3. Finally we ask you to co-operate by keep- 
ing the name of this publication before the busi- 
ness firms with which you deal. If you read The 
American Israelite, tell the merchants. It is im- 
portant to him—and to us.

Rabbi Louis I. Newman Strikes Back at Lay- 
man Who Would Muzzle Pulpit.—I trust that 
many of my colleagues in the Rabbinate will read 
this word of friendly counsel and wafning. At- 
tempts are being made in these days of tension 
and crisis to strike directly and indirectly at the 
freedom of the Jewish pulpit. Under pretense of 
currying favor with some Gentiles, over-zealous 
individuals and groups are “attempting to set 
themselves up as censors and inquisitors. 


They are going either to the Rabbis or behind 
their backs to their Boards of Trustees in the 
endeavor to bring pressure upon them. Instead of 
seeking to prevent the defamation of Israel at 
the hands of the Anti-Semites, whom they cannot 
halt, these petty martinets are turning against 
Jewish leaders within the Jewish household. This 
is an abomination and will prove a boomerang 
against those who resort to such shabby practices. 
I urge my colleagues in the Rabbinate to be on 
guard. 


It is regretable that at a time when a united 
front is imperative, these would-be Morteiras and 
Aboabs of the laity are seeking to do harm to 
men who are the true tribunes of Israel. If any 
of my colleagues wish the facts and details re- 
garding this deplorable situation they may com- 
municate with me personally; for the present, in 
the interests of the Jewish cause, I qm not mak- 
ing public the complete story. 


Let me address a word also to the Boards of 
Trustees in Jewry. If any backstairs, snooping 
‘diplomats’ come to them, requesting them to ‘put 
the Rabbi on the carpet’ for alleged utterances 
which the Anti-Semites have not liked, let them 
‘rap the knuckles’ of these spies and ignoramuses 
and send them packing. The Rabbis long ago 
learned the injunction as minister: ‘Ye Sages, be 
careful of your words.’ It needs no league, so- 
ciety or individuals, prating of protection against 
defamation to sit in judgment upon the Rabbis. 
There is another phrase which is appropriate, too: 
‘A word to the wise is sufficient,’ and ‘sufficient 

unto the day is the evil thereof.’
